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Oregon Trail and it was also the end of the trail of the Lewis and Clarke expedi- 
tion of 1805-6. Seaside was at that time an Indian village of the tribe of 
the Clatsops. Here Lewis and Clarke came to make their salt from sea 
water for their return journey and their old salt cairn, carefully 
preserved, remains as a monument to this expedition.
